THE GLUB THEATRE. 

Hev. Ur. Wadman Vlalta It, and Describei His 
Experiences— Doesn't Tb ink Knob of It 

-Objects to "The Colonist " Ad- 
vertising the Place— Thinks 
the Police Bhould be 
UlDbbed and 
Mobbed. 

" Our Club Theatre " was the subject 
nf the lecture delivered by Rev. Mr. 
U'adniai: at Temporance iiall, last even- 
ing. Owing probably to the special in- 
terest taken in the proceedings of the 
aldormen, and the now attractions at the 
Club, only a half-house greeted the r.jv. 
gentleman. Ho clmso for his text — " Is 
the ynung man, Ab.saloin, safe?" and, 
after describing Absalom's course, and 
ilrawing lessons therefrom, ho launched 
out in a description of the Club 
Theatre, the rev. geutlcmun having paid 
hiiir bits and Uikcn a box at that place of 
amusement. Spacefurbids givingadeluiled 
iiccninit of his ex]ierieuces there, thuiigh 
lie did not visit the gruen-rooiii. The 
cniiclusinn he came to was that it was .'in 
immoral pl.ice nf amusement, and there- 
fore should be su|ipres30(l, as should all 
others of its kind. Ho urged upon tom- 
porunce workers the necessity of making 
their quarters moru attractive, and to put 
forth greater efforts to save men from 
strong drink and immorality. Uia re- 
marks were listened to with attention, 
and were favorably received.

.Still anothoi- informs us tli.at tlu^ geriiis 
of disease iii.isl likely lurk in the 
milk pilelier. .\iul now a savani 
eoiiies along ami lells us that 
if we drink eoU'ee we eiid.iiiger 
our oyeaiglit. lie is eviileiitly aoriuusand 
believes what he says. His name is (i. 
M. Halliday and ho writes for tho Noi fli 
Amei-ictui Reeiew. This is what ho says 
ill the opening of his ominous ess,iy: 

am aatistietl Ihiit defective vision and 
bliiidiiesa will jiretty soon become a cliar- 
jicteristio among the Ainericim people, the 
aaiiio as rotleu teeth liiia been during the 
last two biindred yeare. [ maku this as- 
sertion without having seen any statistics 
whatever on the subject of blindness. 1 
found out long ;igo that a cup of coH'ee 
li-aves a nii;lit shade mi the brain which 
eonlinnes longer than an eelipae of the 
aim. For .aoine time past 1 have been 
consult iug with ditlbront persons in Coun- 
cil lUiiM's, who are sutleriiig with failing 
sight, and in each insbmoe 1 have uacer- 
tiiined that the .uufbrtuuntu poraon was 
and is a regular cofl'ee-drinker. I had long 
nolieed tli.it the eyes of old cotlee-drink- 
ers had .-i dry and alirivelleil aiipearaiice. 

U'iial do viiieran cidl'ee drinkeis tliink 
of lii.il, ! Let tlieiii take a glance at them- 
selves ill their looking glasses to see if 
their eyes present aidiy and shrivelled ap- 
pearance. But there is worse to come.

maki! lawless persons tame. It leads not 
111 adililioiKil ii 1 cgiil.-iril ies like- whisky. 
Wliili- eoll'ee ciuses a I einpiir.'iry aetivily 
of llii; digestive sysleiii and mind, this is a 
circnnisuribetl activity'— a sentimental or 
flynipabhotic fniitasy — ;iiid not a musciilar 
inspiration or prowess, Coffee oats into 
the digestive iiiembranes, forcing tlieii 
Inlands to pourfortli their reserveof juiees. 
t bus drying up ilii; fountains of life- anil 
lea\ ill!,' Ill I lii'se lilt le urns of vitality Ihe 
sia-ds of rhennialisni, e.it.irrli, kidney ail- 
lueiil, lie;irl di.'>i!;ise, lung ii'liiinity, and 
iiliilomiii.'il degeiieral ion. (yoU'eo ili iiiking 
onIluiiIs iIio iniMitli and throat, luaviiii:

Mr. Halliday, like "every other 
enthusiast, makes light of the objectiuns 
that ni;iy be biouglit a-^.-iinst his tlieory. 
You ni.-iy kiiiiiv bnmlreila of iiiveteiale 
eoll'ee drinkers who have lired lo a li.ile 
old age, ulnise eyesight is as little im- 
paiieil as time permils, whose hoallli coii- 
binneH good, and wlm iiiaiiitaiii their good 
looks; but lie makes light of your cvjici i- 
ence.

Women 
are to-day doing, and doing well and bo- 
eoiiiingly, wli.'it not m.iiiy ye;irs ago w;is 
liniiii iiineeil by men who were eonsidered 
wise, 111 be beyond hiM' powers. In ediiea- 
I ional instil utioiis where men and women 
study togel her and where they .'ire Hiib- 
ji'eled to precisely (be s.inn' teals, 
the Women seldom eoiiie oil' sei-- 
olid liesl. Those who m.aiiilain 
that women are inferior lo m.iii in iiilel 
iect had their faith in in iii'a superiority 
liroken when Miss Kamsay, .i sliideni of 
liirton College, Cambridge, Enghmd, bad 
distanced all the tnen in the University in 
the race for chissical honors, and that 
Mis? Ilervoy of the same collego had won 
a like distinction in lln^ departnnuil of 
nu'diev;el .-uid iiiodeiii langii.-iges. Tile 
London Timrs- s.iiil lli.-il ■'.Miss Kaiiis.iy 
had done wlial im senior el.-issie li.is eier 
done. Miss K.-imsay alone h.is Ijeeli pl.-ieed 
in a tlivisioii to wliieh no one but heiself 
has been found deserving of admitt.-iiice. ' 
riiere have been iiistances even in Canada, 
where t.^e higher educaliim of women may 
be said to be in its infancy, in which 
woman students have come out 
lirat in studies in which it is 
regarded as .in honor for men to oxci^l. 
It is becoming reeou'iiizeil lli.-it wli.'itever 
a woiiian has the e.-ip.ieily lo do she has a 
right to i|ualify herself for doing il. If a 
woman baa more brains than a in. in, no 
valid I'Liisoii c.in he; advalieed why she 
should have as many and ,is good i )ipor- 
tunities of cultivating them :is a man. 
The very faofc of her possessing strong 
powers of mind is the In^st ]>ossible proof 
that they wore intended U) bo iniproveil 
and nnide tho most of. The parable of 
the talents applies to women as well as to 
men. Ib has been found that study and 
other kinds of iiiental occupation do not 
injure the lie.iltli of female workers. 
Miss Ramsay, who did as much brain 
work infoiir years .is iiiaiiy men do in four- 
teen, kept lierself ill vigorous lie.-illli. 
When she had completed her examinations 
she allowed no signs of overwork. .-Vnd 
the same may be said of other women who 
[mssed through a course of dillieult studies 
triunipliantly. Neither have theso lady 
students lost their woiiianliness. Thoy 
have rather added to the virtues, the 
graced and the accomplishments of their 
sex a brightness and an intelligence 
which make them more cliariniiig. There 
is no earthly reason why a highly 
eduealed woman should not make as 
good a wife and mother and house- 
keeper ;is one whose ei lucil ion has been 
neglected, and who has speiil the earlier 
years of her wom.'iidiood in frivolous 
pursuits, devoting herself to what ia 
called "society." It is encouraging to 
see that women are almost everywhere 
taking a hitdier position in intellectual 
and business circles, and that while doing 
this they are still cultivating and exercis- 
ing the domestic virtues.

Tuesday was most judieioiis. It would 
be evidently out of place for him to make 
:i campaign spi^ecli on a foreign soil, but 
he did well to speak in a kindly and 
neigliborii' way to the Cnnadians who wel- 
comed him. We are satistied that Mr. 
Blaine in saying that "the ties and the 
syinputhies between the United Stales ami 
Canada are very strong" e.xjireaseil tin 
o|)inions and feelings of niindy-niiie oul 
of every hundred of the citizens of the 
United Slates. There are liiiiidi'eds of 
reasons why ('.■in.-idiiina and .\ nnuieiins 
should be good friends and there is barill\ 
a pretext on which to foniid a disagree 
iiient. It is to the interi^st of both penple 
to live on terms of good neighborhood 
and there is nothir.g to be gained by 
either bickering or quarreling. Mr 
Blaine is in this as in ramiy other respects 
a representative nmn. lie, and not tho 
tjiil-twisting and retidiationisb politician.s, 
voice the sentiments of the .-\'nericaii poo 
pie towards Canada. IMr. Ithiino saw 
that the .■\ iiieriean polilioians who asaumo 
a tlnealening attiludo towards Caiiad;i 
make a very serious mistake. He knows 
that a high-spirited people like the Cana- 
dians are not to be bullied or bulliloy.ed 
into political union with the I'niled Slates 
and he Avisely told the Oanadians whom 
lio addressed that if the rolationa between 
Canada and the United Statos are to bi 
coin^ ploser tliaii 'tliey^ iioyi; a,^' tlib oMangi!

Canadians. This is the right attitude to 
take.

A few years ago the region 
through wkioh the MuKeu^io River runs 
was almost a term ineWjiMa. ' It was sup- 
posed to ho a land i.f perpetual winter, in 
which it would be impossible for civili/.ed 
men to exist. Instead of this it is found 
to lie a country caimhle of priiducing food 
for iiian, rich in timber and abounding in 
minerals of imiiiy valuable kinds. It.s 
immense lakes are stored with lisli, and 
its coasts and bays supply seals, whales, 
walruses mid por])oise8. The Times think's 
it by no meims iini>ossiblo that the 
"Oreat llesorve" will become in 
in time the homo of a lh)urishing com- 
niiiiiity. There is, however, no hurry 
about aettliiig it. There is no one to con- 
tend with Canada for its po.ssessioii and 
the l)oininioii has many w;iste places yet 
1(1 till up before the attention of its ]ii'o- 
ple will lie lunu^din a priioticil way to 
this noithern legion. It is jusl possible 
that the Tiiiir.i may overealiimite the val- 
ue of Canada's Ovmb Reserve. But this 
is a mistake in the right direction for
